School Planned 


A resuscitator has ‘heen pur 
chased for the community. 

Members of the Upland Police 
reserve committee today have an 
order with a Glendale manufac- 
turer for the latest type and most 
widely approved resuscitator. The 
order was placed after financial 
response following an appeal as- 
sured the group enough mcney 
would be contributed. 

Less than a month ago the ‘po- 
lice reserve started a community 
project of raising money so that 
@ resuscitator could be added ta 
the city’s emergency equipment. 
This specialized device will arrive 
here next week. 

In the meantime, however, an 
additional appeal is made for ap- 
proximately $300 more. When 
this money is contributed and the 
resuscitator and allied equipment 
are paid for, a preseritation will 
he formally made to the city by 
the reserve. 

The folice reserve corimities 
conferred for more than five hours 
to select the equipment believed 
to be the most suitable for the 
community. On the committee are 
Harold Barbour, chairman, Earl 
Head, Oris Heinauer, Howard 
Paulin and B. E. Carter with Joe 
Seitz, president of the reserve, ex- 
officio. 

T> instruct all officers in op- 
eration of the new equipment, a 
school will be conducted Monday 
in the city hall. Invited to attend 
are all members of the regular po- 
hee force, and members of the re- 
serve and members of the Upland 
Volunteer Pire department. ‘The 
instructor will explain the many 
featurts. It is pcinted out that 
attachments have been obtained to 
enable two persons to réceive aid 
of the equipment if necessary. 

Enough contributions have ‘been 
received to justify placing the or- 
der and enough interest has been 
shown to indicate that additiona! 
money will come in soon, accord- 
ing to Mr. Barbour.

Upland Apportioned 
$5075 “In Lieu” 
Of Personal Taxes 


Apportionment of $5075 to the 
city of Upland in motor vehicle 
license fees covering the period 
from July 1,-1944, to March 31, 
1945, was anounced today by the 
state department of motor ve- 
‘nicles. 

The fee is known as the “in lieu” 
tax and was formerly ccllected ‘by 
the cities and counties in the form 
Jor personal property taxes. 

Upland’s payment: was based 
upon a population of 6316. 

‘Ontario was apportioned $11,- 
ig based upon a population of 

269, 

‘ Bernardino county will get 
$99.824. 

The total apportioned was $10,- 
699,762, with :the state general 
fund receiving $2,139,952, cities 
$4,279,904 and counties $4,279,904. 











Coordinators To Have 
Associate Members 


Associate membership in the 
Upland Coordinating councif was 
created Friday with the adopticn 
of a constitution and by-laws. 

Regular members will be repre- 
sentatives chosen by Upland’s civic 
organizations and associate mem- 
bership will be open to any inter- 
ested person in the community. 

Object of the council will be to 
sponsor activities beneficial to the 
welfare of the community and to 
promote youth betterment. 

The president, vice president, 
secretary and treasurer and three 
other elected members will con- 
stitute the executive board and 
will be named each August. The 
council year will begin in Sep- 
tember. 

The constitution and by-laws 
were drafted by Wiley W. Mather 
and voted upon by the membership 
first by sections then as a whole. 

The council has 35 members but 
only 18 organizations paid dues 
last year, it was reported.

Sponsor Forum 
On Delinquency 


Upland Coordinating council will 
spcnsor a public forum cr mass 
meeting on juvenilé delinquency in 
its general aspects and on specific 
steps necessary to be taken to 
establish a 24-hour school in the 
county to which youthful law of- 
fenders may be committed without 
turning them into hardened crim- 
inals, it was decided at a meeting 
last Friday. 

If a 24-hour school were estab- 
lished, it was stated informally, 
‘about 15 Upland boys and girls 
and about 40 Ontarians would be 
candidates for admission. 


INVITE ONTARIANS 

The group agreed to invite par- 
ticipation by the Ontario Coordin- 
ating council and to inquire wheth- 
er or not the forum could be con- 
ducted under the Chaffey college 
adult education program. 

An authority in the field of ju- 
venile delinquency would be in- 
vited “to address the meeting. 
Names of Assemblyman R. Fred 
Price, San Bernardino County Su- 
perior Court Judge Frank Leonard 
and Loren G. Middough were men- 
tioned as examples. 

The idea was suggested by 
Judge M: G. Summers of LaVene. 
PRICE BILLES PASSED 

He said that three bills were in- 
troduced in the legislature at its 
last session by Assemblyman Price 
of Upland to correct juvenile de- 
linquency problems and that two 
were passed by the senate and as- 
sembly. 

One holds parents responsible 
for the criminal acts of their chil- 
dren. The other empowers local 
judicial officers to hear cases in- 
volving’ juveniles on misdemeanor 
charges, giving superior court ju- 
venile judges miore time to try 
felony charges. A ‘dill holding 
parents responsible fcr acts of 
their children in civil actions was 
not passed. 


MASS MEETING ASKED 

Jude Summers, a retired lawyer 
who declired he -takes an. interest 
in children because he and his wife 
have none of their own, said inter- 
mediate correction schools are ur- 
gently needed in rural counties. | 

Children sent tc Whittier or 
Preston, he said, are trained in 
crime and: graduate as hardened 
criminals, 

Juveniles have been arrested as 
many as 10 to 12 times in San 
Bernardino, he recounted, and are 
turned free because facilities are 
not available to take care of them. 

Judge Summers asked the coun- 
cil to sponser a mass meeting at 
which a petition would be signed 
directed to the legislature to 
authorize county supervisors to 
provide intermediate correction 
schools. 

BACKGROUND NEEDED 

Individual members of the cc- 
ordinating council expressed 
agreement that the 24-hour schools 
are needed but suggested that the 
forum be held to give the public 
background information.

Say Kaiser Mill 
Cost $80,000,000 


County Tax Assessor Max A. 
Cramer announced Saturday that 
he proposed a tax valuation of 
‘$15,172,160 on Henry J. Kaiser’s 
stee] mill at Fontana and Vulcan 
mines: on the desert for 1945-46. 

He said Mr. Kaiser had request- 
ed an $8,000,000 assessment. 

Last year, Mr. Cramer related, 
he proposed an. assessment of $14,- 
493,060 on Kaiser holdings, but the 
county ‘board of supervisors act- 
ing as a board of equalization re- 
duced it to $10,200,000. 

Mr. Cramer said the company 
spent $42,500,000 in the county, 
principally at Fontana and Eti- 
wanda, two years ago, another 
$26,000,000 last year and $11,000,- 
000 this year, a total of nearly 
$80,000,000. 

Assessments were $8,914,860 as 
set by the board of equalization 
two years ago and $10,200,000 last 
; year, Mr. Cramer said.
